“Alumnus of the Year” 

T.H. “Tam”Etheridge 

Jackson 


Tam Etheridge, a 1953 
ECCC graduate, serves as 
chairman and chief execu¬ 
tive officer of Choctaw 
Maid Farms, Inc. in 
Carthage. Under Etheridge's 
leadership, Choctaw Maid 
Farms has grown from its 
humble beginnings in the 
I950's to one of the nation's 
leading poultry companies. 
In addition to the process¬ 
ing plant and headquarters 
in Carthage, the company 
operates facilities in Forest, 
Cry stal Springs, 

Pelahatchie, Union, Walnut 
Grove and Newton. 

The company recently 
completed a major expan¬ 
sion program, which includ¬ 
ed construction of a new 
hatchery in Walnut Grove, a 
new state-of-the-art feed 
mill in Union and a new 
hatchery in Newton. The 
Walnut Grove facility' pro¬ 
duces 1.5 million baby 
chicks per week; the Union 
feed mill, considered to be 
the largest poultry feed mill 
in the country, has the 
capacity to produce 22,500 
tons of feed per week; and 
the Newton hatchery. 


regarded as one of the 
largest in the nation, pro¬ 
duces two million baby 
chicks per week. Recent 
renovations and expansions 
have also been made at the 
Carthage facility, which 
now includes over 300,000 
square feet with over 2,000 
employees, and the Forest 
plant, where major internal 
improvements have been 
made. 

Overall, Choctaw Maid 
Farms has over 3000 
employees, processing over 
2.5 million chickens per 
week, with a total annual 
payroll of over $39 million. 
In addition to offering com¬ 
petitive wages and salaries, 
the company provides 
health and dental benefits, 
40IK plans, profit sharing 
and tuition assistance for 
those who want to continue 
their education. 

Etheridge's expertise in 
the poultry business is 
widely recognized, as he 
serves as chairman and 
chief executive officer of 
several corporations, all of 
which are engaged in the 
production, processing and 


marketing of poultry and 
poultry-related products. He 
has also served as an officer 
or board member of several 
other corporations involv¬ 
ing insurance, laboratories, 
protein conversion, real 
estate and environmental 
services. 

He was elected for two 
terms to serve as chairman 
of the poultry industry's 
National Trade Association 
with headquarters in 
Washington, D. C., and 
continues to serve on that 
board. In addition, 

Etheridge has served as 
chairman of the Mississippi 
Poultry Association and the 
Mississippi Manufacturers 
Association and continues 
to serve on these boards. He 
has also served as president 
of the Carthage Rotary 
Club, Carthage/Leake 
County Chamber of 
Commerce, Industrial 
Development Association, 
Airport Board and a mem¬ 
ber of the State Chamber of 
Commerce Board. In addi¬ 
tion, he is a former presi¬ 
dent of the Reserve Officers 
Association, Mississippi 


Department. 

In addition to his suc¬ 
cess in the poultry' business, 
Etheridge experienced a 
rewarding military career, 
having reached the rank of 
Rear Admiral when he 
retired from service in 
1990. In all, Etheridge's 
Navy career spanned 35 
years, with three and half 
years served in active duty 
and the balance spent in the 
Reserves. 

A graduate of Louisville 
High School, Etheridge 
received a bachelor's degree 
in accounting from 
Mississippi State 
University. 

Etheridge and his wife, 
the former Nora Reagan, 
have two grown children. 
Eric Etheridge lives in New' 
York where he works for 
Microsoft and is executive 
producer of New York 
Sidewalk, located on the 
Internet. His wife, Kate, is a 
playwright. Anne Etheridge 
lives in San Francisco 
where she is executive pro¬ 
ducer of Bay Area Video 
Coalition, a post-production 
video company. 









“Alumna of the Year” 

Nell Allen Rogers 

Philadelphia 



Nell Rogers, who 
attended East Central dur¬ 
ing the 1965-66 college 
term, serves as congression¬ 
al liaison for the 
Mississippi Band of 
Choctaw Indians in 
Philadelphia. In her work, 
she outlines federal policy 
concerns raised by the tribal 
government to members of 
the Congressional delega¬ 
tion, emphasizing the 
importance of local control 
and tribal sovereignty. 

Rogers began her career 
with MBCI as a teacher in 
and later director of the 
Choctaw Adult Education 
Program. During her associ¬ 
ation with the adult pro¬ 
gram, the federal govern¬ 
ment gave tribes the oppor¬ 
tunity to operate their own 
programs rather than have 
the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs do it for them. Tlie 
Choctaw tribe chose adult 
education as its first con¬ 
tract program. 

She later left the 
Choctaw program and 
moved to Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, where she 
worked for the Boston 
Indian Center developing 
education programs for 


adults and later for children 
and the elderly. During this 
period, she also began 
working for other tribes as 
a consultant, setting up edu¬ 
cational programs and trav¬ 
eling to a number of reser¬ 
vations and urban Indian 
centers. In her work, she 
developed and evaluated 
community-based education 
programs, including some 
programs for Indian-con¬ 
trolled community colleges. 

Rogers returned to 
MBCI in 1981 as a planner 
and later congressional liai¬ 
son. As a planner, Rogers 
worked with her tribal col¬ 
leagues in planning the 
Choctaw Tribal School 
System, which is the largest 
tribal-controlled reservation 
school system in the coun¬ 
try, in compacting the tribal 
health care system and in 
preparing successful grant 
applications for funds for a 
wide range of education, 
health and construction pro¬ 
jects. Now, she primarily 
follow's and analyzes legis¬ 
lation and meets with mem¬ 
bers of congressional staffs 
or with representatives from 
federal agencies, depending 
on the issue. 


Between her work for 
the tribe and her travels, 
Rogers has also found time 
to serve on various other 
boards and associations. 

She served as a member 
of the Mississippi State 
Board for Community and 
Junior Colleges from 1990- 
96, serving as vice chair for 
the 1995-96 term. As a 
board member, she was 
responsible for helping 
approve programs and 
make policies concerning 
Mississippi’s community 
and junior colleges. 

Rogers is a member of 
the American Educational 
Research Association, the 
National Indian Education 
Association, and is a found¬ 
ing board member of the 
National Indian Adult 
Education Association, an 
organization composed of 
tribal and non-tribal people 
associated with adult litera¬ 
cy and GED programs. 

She is also a former 
member and co-chair of the 
Mississippi State Alumni 
Committee on Diversity 
and served three years on 
the Mississippi Task Force 
on Reducing Illiteracy. She 
was a U. S. Senate 


appointee to the White 
House Conference on 
Indian Education in 1992 
and she recently completed 
a term on the Mississippi 
Workforce Development 
Council which works to 
coordinate workforce train¬ 
ing with business and 
industry to make sure that 
training is consistent with 
the needs of industry. 

In addition, she is a 
technical reviewer for sev¬ 
eral programs within the 
U.S. Department of 
Education and for the 
Women's Equity in 
Education Center and has 
worked as a consultant for 
the U. S. Department of the 
Interior in developing stan¬ 
dards for preschool and 
adult education and proce¬ 
dures for the planning, 
design and construction of 
educational facilities. 

A 1965 Neshoba Central 
High School graduate, 
Rogers received a bache¬ 
lor's degree in English and 
a master's in education from 
Mississippi State 
University. 





“Athletic Hall of Fame ” 

Van Chancellor 

Houston , Texas 


Chancellor, a 1963 ECCC 
graduate, serves as general 
manager and head coach of 
the Houston Comets of the 
Women's National Basketball 
Association. In the league's 
first two years of existence, 
Chancellor has led the 
Comets to championship 
titles both seasons and gar¬ 
nered for himself "Coach of 
the Year" honors in recogni¬ 
tion of each successful cam¬ 
paign. His overall mark at 
Houston stands at 51 wins 
and just 14 losses. 

Prior to joining the 
Houston Comets' organiza¬ 
tion, Chancellor spent 19 
seasons guiding the Lady 
Rebel basketball program at 
the University of Mississippi. 
His squads produced the 
most successful program in 
school history, posting a win¬ 
ning percentage of .740 per¬ 
cent (439-154). He is also 
recognized as the 16th all- 
time winningest coach in the 
nation, in terms of victories. 

Chancellor, who took 
over the Lady Rebel program 
in 1978 at the age of 34, 
never experienced a losing 
campaign, and 15 of his 
teams earned 20 or more 
wins and 14 were ranked in 
the final Associated Press 
Division I poll Eight of his 
teams were also ranked in 


the USA Today poll, which 
is released following the 
NCAA Tournament. In addi¬ 
tion, his 1991-92 squad 
claimed the program's first 
Southeastern Conference reg¬ 
ular season title with a per¬ 
fect 11-0 mark in the newly- 
expanded conference format. 
That year the Lady Rebels 
also won a school record 25 
consecutive games, posted a 
29-3 mark and advanced to 
the finals of the NCAA 
Tournament Midwest 
Regional. 

His championship years 
at Ole Miss also included the 
1978-79 season, when his 
first Lady Rebel squad post¬ 
ed a 31-9 record and claimed 
the Mississippi State AIAW 
title, and the 1984-85 cam¬ 
paign, when Ole Miss won 
24 straight games en route to 
a 29-3 mark and a berth in 
the finals of the NCAA 
Tournament Mideast 
Regional. 

His 1981-82, 1982-83, 
1983-84 and 1984-85 Rebel 
teams won or shared SEC 
Western Division champi¬ 
onships and his 1979-80 and 
1982-83 squads played in the 
title game of the SEC 
Tournament. 

On three occasions, 
Chancellor has received 
"Coach of the Year" recogni¬ 


tion, representing only the 
fourth coach in SEC 
women's basketball history to 
receive the honor. He w^as 
also selected "National 
Coach of the Year" by the 
Women’s Basketball News 
Service and World Almanac 
after the 1991-92 campaign. 
And, following the 1994-95 
season, he was selected 
"Coach of the Year" by the 
Mississippi Sports Writers 
Association. 

Chancellor is a former 
standout basketball player at 
Louisville High School 
where he averaged 24 points 
per game his senior season. 
He continued his athletic 
career at then East Central 
Junior College where he 
played two years for Coach 
Denver Brackeen. 

From East Central, 
Chancellor transferred to 
Mississippi State University 
w r here he received a bache¬ 
lor's degree in math and 
physical education in 1965. 
He also entered the coaching 
ranks during his senior year 
at MSU, serving as head 
coach of the boys' basketball 
team at Noxapater High 
School. 

After receiving his under¬ 
graduate degree. Chancellor 
directed the boys' program at 
Noxapater for an additional 


season before taking over as 
head coach of the boys' and 
girls' basketball teams at 
Horn Lake. 

During his seven-year 
tenure at Horn Lake, 
Chancellor compiled an 
impressive 337-103 record, 
which included a 164-51 
mark as boys' coach and a 
173-52 slate leading the girls' 
program. 

Chancellor left Horn Lake 
for Harrison Central High 
School, where his teams 
posted a five-year record of 
277 wins and 62 losses (121- 
38 boys’ record; 156-24 girls 1 
mark). During this period he 
also earned a master's degree 
in education from Ole Miss. 
He left Harrison Central to 
take over the Lady Rebel 
program. 

Chancellor is married to 
the former Betty Cannon, 
also of Louisville. They have 
two grown children - John, 
who serves as girls’ basket¬ 
ball coach at Pascagoula 
High School and is married 
to the former Angela Farias, 
and Renee, girls' basketball 
coach at Water Valley High 
School. Renee is married to 
Kevin Asaro.

Deborah Norwood Duncan 

Philadelphia 



Many athletes dream of 
being a part of a state or national 
championship team, but for 
Duncan, a 1970 ECCC graduate, 
those dreams became realities, not 
just once but six times - with two 
of the championships coming on 
the national level! Winning titles 
also followed Duncan in the 
coaching ranks, as her basketball 
and track teams also claimed vari¬ 
ous honors. 

Duncan's championship years 
actually began at Louisville High 
School, where she was a three- 
year letter-winner in basketball 
and track. 

She helped lead the Lady 
Wildcats to three Choctaw 
Conference titles and two district 
titles. In recognition of her 
accomplishments on the basket¬ 
ball court, Duncan was named an 
All-Star in 1968, All-State in 
1967, and All-North State, All 
Choctaw Conference and All- 
District in 1965, 1967 and 1968. 

In track, Duncan set several 
records in the high jump and led 
the Lady Wildcats to three confer¬ 
ence and district titles and two 
North Division championships. 

From Louisville, Duncan con¬ 
tinued her athletic career at 
Nashville Business College, 
which was then a perennial power 
in the AAU League, and helped 
lead the NBC women to their 
eighth straight national title! 
Although she was a member of 
the National Business College 
basketball team, she actually took 
classes at George Peabody 
College (which has since merged 
with Vanderbilt University ), due 
to an agreement between the two 
colleges. 

NBC dropped basketball after 


her freshman year, and Duncan 
decided to enroll at then East 
Central Junior College where she 
became a three-sport letter-win¬ 
ner. She began her athletic com¬ 
petition as a member of Coach 
Lucille Wood's volleyball team 
which completed season action by 
winning the state championship. 

Then it was on to basketball 
season and once again. Coach 
Wood led Duncan and her team¬ 
mates to another state champi¬ 
onship. Duncan also participated 
in tennis and was the leading sin¬ 
gles player. 

Duncan continued her success 
in basketball and volleyball when 
she attended Mississippi State 
College for Women (MSCW r ) dur¬ 
ing the 1970-71 and 1971-72 
terms. 

She was named to several All- 
Tournament teams in volleyball 
and basketball, including her 
selection as most valuable player 
at the University of West Georgia 
Volleyball Tournament. Duncan 
and her volleyball teammates won 
several tournaments including the 
state tournament both years she 
was on the team. She was named 
to the All-Squad her senior sea¬ 
son. 

Duncan's accomplishments 
continued on the basketball court, 
as the "W H won state titles her 
junior and senior years, in addi¬ 
tion to capturing the Houston, 
Texas Invitational Tournament 
along with several other invita¬ 
tional. Duncan was an All-State 
choice both years. 

Obviously a highlight of her 
"W" career was being a member 
of the 1970-71 national champi¬ 
onship squad. That year, MSCW 
was the first Mississippi team 


invited to the prestigious National 
Invitational Tournament, which 
was used as a format for deciding 
the women's college champion. 
Not only did Duncan and her 
teammates make history that year, 
she also made her own mark by 
being named the state’s first 
female athlete to be selected an 
All-American while a member of 
a Mississippi college team. 

Following graduation from the 
"W," Duncan began her teaching 
and coaching career. She taught 
chemistry, physics and biology as 
well as coaching basketball and 
track for high school and junior 
high girls. 

She first served at Winston 
Academy, where she coached bas¬ 
ketball and track from 1972-74. 
Her track teams won district titles 
both years and the 1974 squad 
captured North State and State 
honors. Following that champi¬ 
onship season, Duncan was cho¬ 
sen tr Coach of the Year.” 

Duncan then led basketball 
and track teams at Bayou 
Academy in Boyle, Miss., from 
1974-80. During this period, her 
tracksters earned four State, North 
State and district titles and were 
Regional Relay champions for 
three seasons. And once again, 
Duncan received "Coach of the 
Year" recognition. (It should be 
noted that those track teams still 
hold several state records.) 

When she started her family, 
Duncan semi-retired from coach¬ 
ing on the high school level in 
1980, and began leading junior 
high programs. She served at 
North Sunflower Academy in 
Drew from 1981-84, where her 
track teams won conference titles 
all three years and her basketball 


squads won two conference cham¬ 
pionships. 

Duncan took over the Neshoba 
Central junior high school pro¬ 
gram in 1990, and led her basket¬ 
ball teams to successful cam¬ 
paigns, including one undefeated 
season before retiring in 1995. 

She continues to coach golf at 
Neshoba Central High School, a 
program she initiated in 1996. Her 
athletic involvement also includes 
her service as clock operator for 
high school basketball games. 

Like her success as an athlete 
and coach, Duncan’s accomplish¬ 
ments in the classroom have not 
gone unnoticed. Twice she has 
received "Teacher of the Year" 
honors, on five occasions she was 
named STAR Teacher, and she 
was an American Chemical 
Society (ACS) Chemistry 
"Teacher of the Year" in 1996 fol¬ 
lowed by her selection as 
Exemplary Teacher of Mississippi 
in 1997. 

In addition to her previously 
mentioned degrees, Duncan holds 
a master’s degree in physical edu¬ 
cation from Delta State University’ 
and has earned master's degree 
certification in chemistry and 
physics to her state teacher’s certi¬ 
fication. She received 30-plus 
graduate hours from Mississippi 
State University and Mississippi 
University for Women, and 
attends science workshops each 
summer to keep up with changes 
in educational pedagogy. 

Duncan and her husband, Jim, 
have two children. Brandi is a 
sophomore at East Central and 
Greg is a junior at Neshoba 
Central High School.

Howard Sessums 

Clinton 


Sessums, a former 
standout at Morton High 
School, was a four-sport 
letterman at East Central, 
excelling in football, bas¬ 
ketball, baseball and track 
during the 1946-47 and 
1947-48 college terms. He 
was an All-State selection 
at tailback his freshman 
season and received All- 
State honors both years as a 
forward on the Warrior bas¬ 
ketball team. In addition, he 
won first place in the 100- 
and 200 yard dash and the 
220-yard low hurdles in the 
state track meet his sopho¬ 
more season. At the end of 
the 1945-46 season, 

Sessums was selected 
’’Most Athletic” in recogni¬ 
tion of his accomplishments 
in all four sports. 

Sessums continued his 
athletic career at 
Mississippi College, where 
he was a first team All 
Dixie Conference selection 
in football and basketball. 
He also served as basketball 
team captain. In addition, 
he again excelled in track, 
winning top honors in the 
100-and 220-yard runs and 


220-yard low hurdles in the 
Dixie Conference track 
meet. He set a new record 
in the low hurdles which 
remained until the confer¬ 
ence was abolished. 

Following graduation 
from MC in 1950, Sessums 
began a successful career as 
a teacher, coach and school 
administrator. 

He served one year as 
teacher/coach at Ethel High 
School before moving on to 
Drew High School where 
his football teams won the 
Delta Valley Conference 
title three of the four years 
he led the program. His 
basketball and track teams 
also captured conference 
championships. During this 
period Sessums received 
"Coach of the Year" honors. 
He later served two years as 
principal at Magee High 
School before assuming the 
same duties at Prentiss 
High School from 1957-67. 

He left the field of edu¬ 
cation to become personnel 
director and later plant 
manager at Mississippi 
Industries for the Blind, 
where he was employed 


until 1972. At this time he 
began his career w ith the 
Miss. Department of 
Education that continued 
until his retirement in 1990. 
While serving with the edu¬ 
cation department, Sessums 
was elected to the Public 
Employees Retirement 
board, serving a six-year 
term. He also served as 
Board president for two 
years. 

Through the years 
Sessums has maintained his 
love of sports by officiating 
football games from 1955 
to 1990 and basketball con¬ 
tests for three years during 
that period. He currently

Leesa Lee Wilkinson 
always knew she wanted to be 
a piano teacher. “I’m one of 
those unique individuals who 
knew as early as the ninth 
grade that I wanted to be a 
piano teacher. I didn’t really 
have to think about it. I just 
always knew deep down inside 
that it was what I wanted to do. 
It just came naturally to me. I 
never really questioned it,” said 
Wilkinson. 

44 1 consider myself lucky, 
especially after seeing college 
students who still don’t know 
what they want to do. 1 just 
believe that anybody who has 
a natural gift of music should 
use it,” said Wilkinson. And 
that’s exactly what she has 
done. 

Wilkinson came to East 
Central in 1985 after having 
taught public school music in 
the Newton County schools for 
two years. She taught at East 
Central eight years before 
moving to Conroe, Texas, with 
her family. After three years in 
Texas, Wilkinson and her fami¬ 
ly moved back to Mississippi, 
where she was able to regain 
her position at East Central, 
While she was in Texas, 
Wilkinson taught fifth and 
sixth grade music at Creighton 
Intermediate School. 

“There are so many unique 
things about teaching on the 
college level versus the ele¬ 


mentary level. I feel that I’m 
not tied down to a certain room 
for so many hours. And I feel 
so lucky that I’m getting to 
teach what I love to do,” said 
Wilkinson. 

“I do feel my experience in 
Texas was worthwhile. During 
my music for children class, 
now that I’ve had that experi¬ 
ence in the secondary situation, 
I can give them hands on expe¬ 
rience,” said Wilkinson. “I’ve 
been there and done that. And I 
think it’s given me a unique 
position as far as teaching that 
course.” 

When asked to comment on 
the best parts of her job, 
Wilkinson said, “One of the 
best things about East Central 
is getting to work with the peo¬ 
ple I work with, not just in the 
music department but in other 
areas. I feel very honored to 
tell people I work at East 
Central.” 

“Probably the best thing 
about East Central is the under¬ 
standing and support of the 
administration. Without their 
support, we couldn’t do what 
we’re trying to do,” she added. 

“One of the more difficult 
things is the amount of time 
spent at night with rehearsals 
and that kind of thing. It’s not 
really difficult, but time con¬ 
suming, especially if you have 
a family.” 

“What is amazing to me,” 


said Wilkinson, “are students 
who come in that might have a 
minor disability, whether hear¬ 
ing pitches or reading ability, 
and how they always seem to 
surprise me and go the extra 
mile and do it.” 

Wilkinson said one of the 
most unique parts of her job is 
to hear back from former stu¬ 
dents. “Fve had several stu¬ 
dents who call me and tell me 
they’ve finished their degrees 
or they’ve taken time off to get 
married or something. They are 
always so nice. I really appre¬ 
ciate it. It makes it all worth¬ 
while.” 

Her only pet peeve is 
promptness, “I can’t stand for 
students to be late or to miss 
class, I stress that to them and I 
try to make class fun and inter¬ 
esting where they’ll want to 
come,” said Wilkinson. 

Wilkinson said she feels it 
an honor to be asked to judge 
or accompany artists. She most 
recently judged a competition 
for the Alabama Music 
Teachers Association, 

She has served as an 
accompanist for many recitals, 
choirs and various receptions. 
She has been the pianist for 
Poplar Springs Drive 
Methodist Church for eight 
years and served as a pit 
accompanist for the Meridian 
Little Theater for three and a 
half years. 


While in Conroe, Texas, 
she was a member of the Texas 
Music Teacher’s Association. 
She was one of five East 
Central faculty members 
selected as a Lamplighter in 
1997, a program which recog¬ 
nizes outstanding community 
and junior college instructors. 

Wilkinson said, “After hav¬ 
ing lived in Texas for three 
years and then returning to 
East Central, I can truly testify 
to anyone what an honor it is 
to teach at this institution with 
such highly esteemed faculty 
and staff.” 

When commenting on her 
honor, Wilkinson said, “I’m 
truly humbled and honored in 
the midst of the other faculty 
that I’m able to teach with.

“With my background l just 
thought I would like to work 
with kids. To me it’s a chal¬ 
lenge to help shape the lives of 
young people and point them in 
a direction that’s positive and 
beneficial for the rest of their 
lives. That’s one of the reasons I 
started teaching in the first 
place,” said Conrad Germany. 

“Fve always enjoyed work¬ 
ing with young people. And I 
still do. It’s a joy to be with the 
students,” said Germany. 

The son of a minister, 
Germany graduated from high 
school in Scottsbluff, Nebraska, 
w r here his father was pastoring a 
church. He later moved to 
Anderson, Indiana, where he 
met and married the former 
Patricia Pelfrey of Middletown, 
Ohio. Germany said, “After 
our first child was bom, we 
decided to move to a place 
where we didn’t feel like the 
pace of life was so fast” 
Germany and his family moved 
to the Mississippi Gulf Coast 
where they lived for three years. 
They later moved to Pensacola, 
Florida, where Germany began 
teaching auto body repair in the 
Escambia County school sys¬ 
tem. He began teaching in an 
adult education program at night 
and later changed to teaching 
high school students. 

In 1977, Germany moved his 
family to Union where he 
worked in industry for a number 


of years. From 1986 to 1990 he 
was owner/operator of 
Germany’s Body Shop. In 1990, 
he applied for and accepted the 
Collision Repair instructor posi¬ 
tion at East Central. Germany 
said, “It had always been a 
desire of mine (to teach at East 
Central) from the time we left 
Florida, but it took about 13 
years from the time we left to 
get back into teaching.” 

“It’s (teaching) been really 
interesting and very challenging. 
It has really kept me on my 
toes., especially since I’ve been 
at the college. Because technol¬ 
ogy is changing so fast, students 
have a tendency to get left 
behind. It’s hard to bring them 
to the level industry expects 
them to be working at. It’s been 
a real challenge to bring the 
class to where it is. We’ve made 
a lot of progress in the last eight 
years, but we still have more 
that needs to be done.” 

“I think one of the biggest 
challenges is getting people to 
perceive the automobile colli¬ 
sion trade as it really is. A lot of 
people have a total misconcep¬ 
tion of what goes on. Even the 
students that come in wanting to 
be a part of it do not have any 
comprehension of the skill level, 
the mental faculties they’ll have 
to use to really be successful. 
That’s been one of the biggest 
challenges, to change their per¬ 
ception of what they’re going to 


do on the job and what reality 
actually is.” 

One of the highlights of 
Germany’s career came when 
his youngest son, Randy, com¬ 
pleted the Collision Repair 
Technology courses in 1995. He 
placed first in state VICA 
(Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America) competition both 
years he attended ECCC. The 
first year he placed eleventh in 
national competition and the 
second year he received second 
place honors at the national 
level. 

“Even though it was my son, 
that was a real high point in my 
career. But I’ve had several 
other students that were just as 
capable. Chris Spears of 
Decatur placed thirteenth in 
national competition the year 
before,” said Germany. 

Among professional organiza¬ 
tions of which Germany is a 
member are MAVE (Mississippi 
Association of Vocational 
Educators), VICA (Vocational 
Industrial Clubs of America), 
AVA (American Vocational 
Association), and the Collision 
Repair Instructors Network 
through the ICAR (Inter¬ 
industry Conference on 
Automobile Collision Repair) 
Education Foundation, which 
works through the colleges and 
secondary schools to improve 
the quality of students. He is a 
former member of ASA 


(Automotive Service 
Association) and is ASE 
(Automotive Service 
Excellence) Certified. He is also 
a member of the East Central 
Alumni Association. 

Among his hobbies, 

Germany enjoys metal and 
woodworking. He also enjoys 
working with collectable and 
antique cars, but says he doesn’t 
have much time to work with

I just can’t seem to find time to 
work on them.

ATHLETIC HALL OF FAME 
HOWARD JEAN SESSUMS 


Howard Sessums of Harperville in Scott County started for 
the Warrior basketball team in his freshman year and made the 
All-State Team as forward. Having then been activated with the 
local unit of the National Guard for the Korean Conflict, he 
played for the Fort Jackson South Carolina Army Post. He made 
the All Post Team and All Third Army Team as they won the Third 
Army Championship in 1951. 

He returned with his team to the East Central campus in 1952- 
53 for his sophomore season. As a sophomore, he made All-State 
and All American while helping lead his team to the State Junior 
College Championship and to fourth place in the National Tournament. 

After graduating from East Central, "Ses" transferred to 
Mississippi College and literally re-wrote their record book. 
Many of his records have since been broken, but thirty-three years 
after his graduation he still holds seven individual scoring 
records. They include most points in a season (774); highest 
per game average (31) ; most free pitches attempted in a game (29); 
and most free pitches made in a game (27). 

After an outstanding coaching record in high school, Howard 
Sessums lost his life in a tragic automobile accident. His wife, 
the former Nan Britt, passed away a short time later. The 
children of Howard and Nan Sessums are: Kevin, an actor in New 

York, Kim, a medical doctor in Brookhaven, and Karole, a nurse 
in Nashville. 

Howard Sessums is the fourth person selected for the East 
Central Community College Athletic Hall of Fame. He was also 
selected in the fourth year of the Mississippi College Hall of 
Fame. He joins teammate Denver Brackeen, classmate Lucille Wood, 
and football star Billy Wayne Baucum in the shrine. 

His teammates provided the Alumni Memorial Trophy for most 
outstanding men's basketball player in his honor. Each year at 
East Central's Awards Day the Howard Sessums Memorial Trophy is 
inscribed with the name of that Warrior who best exemplifies those 
qualities of leadership, sportmanship, and overall excellence 
which characterized the life of Howard J. Sessums.

RICHARD C. ETHRIDGE 


Dr. Richard Ethridge is the son of Mrs. Vera Ethridge and 
the late David L. Ethridge of Meridian.

Professionally, Dr. Ethridge holds membership in the local 
faculty organization, the Newton County Historical Society, and 
the Mississippi Historical Society. He has served the Mississippi 
Historical Society as an officer of the Board of Directors and 
as Chairman of several committees. He is a member of Eta Sigma 
Phi, Phi Gamma Mu, and Phi Alpha Theta, as well as having been 
named a Phi Kappa Phi Scholar at Mississippi State University.
